Supreme Court 
rejects Reagan 
rights position

COLUMBUS--In 1984, when 
the U.S. Supreme Court struck 
down a lower federal court 
order requiring white Memphis 
firefighters to be laid off before 
Blacks in order to preserve 
Black gains under a consent 
decree many in the Black --and 
white -- communities began to 
toll the bell for affirmative 
action. 

Inthe Stotts v. Memphis Fire- 
fighters case, the court found: 
that the collectively-bargained 
seniority clause overruled the 
consent decree, and had

Program Coordinator Linda 
Ammons said that the, main 
purpose of the conference is to 
focus on issues in the areas of 
civil rights and affirmative 
action from the legal perspec- 
tive that are not being 
addressed by any other forum.

Russell- 
McCloud will speak before the 
luncheon participants, 12:30 to 
2 p.m. The former chief of the 
Complaints Branch, Mass 
Media Bureau of the Federal 
Communications Commission 
is recognized nationally for her 
spellbinding gift of oratory and 
legal analysis. 

State Rep. Otto Beatty will 
immediately thereafter lead the 
Black Elected Democrats of 
Ohio (BEDO) in a discussion 
on House Bill 122, the proposal 
to disinvest state pension 
monies in corporations that do 
business in South Africa. In 
addition, BEDO will discuss 
other pertinent legislative 
initiatives. . 

Congressman Stokes will 
present the keynote address 
from 3:45 to 4:45 p.m. Stokes, 
the first Black member of Con- 
gress trom Ohio, will examine 
the civil rights legislation 
before the 100th Congress and 
the role of the Congressional 
Black Caucus. 


Dr. Sue Blanshan, Executive 
Officer of the OSU Office of 
Human Relations, said, “Right 
now there are major judicial 
and legislative issues pending. 
Forums such as this offer the 
opportunity, to update the 
faculty, students, and the 
community. We need to stay 
informed.”

Several Blacks 
who have moved in to key assist- 
ant coach positions--from where 
the head coaches are often 
picked--are always passed over

| Baseball prejudice unveiled

Of course, the entire athletic 
society--including the media 
which report the events--falls 
prey to Campanis’ logic. Larry 
Bird makes a beautiful pass, and 
the commentator or reporter 
calls it “intelligent.” Magic John- 
son makes the same pass and the 
same reporter calls it “‘in- 
stinctive.” 

One represents intellect; -the 
other, animal cunning. Guess 
which one is Black? 

It is ironic that “Campanis’ 
remarks would be made on a 
program which was celebrating 
the 40th year of the integration of 
major league baseball by Jackie 
Robinson, and by a man who 
personally knew and worked 
with Robinson. 

That the virus of racial-preju- 
dice should be so strong, even in 
an arena in which it was sup- 
posed to have subsided, is not 
surprising to Black people who 
have seen it all along. It is only 
surprising to those whites who 
thought that such biases had 
already been overcome. 

Much self-congratQlatory 
blather has been written in the 
last few. weeks by white writers 
who applaud the beginning of 
civility in racial relations in base- 


sarily so. 

Black people know that old 
racial attitudes die hard; that is 
why wé recognize that affirma- 
tive action is the only tool to 
bring even qualified Blacks into 
many high-ranking jobs. 

The remarks by Al Campanis 
only reveal how right we are. 


Don’t gut divestment 


Legislatures in the House 
Financial Institutions Committee 
decided to pass HB 122, a bill 
“Which would permit the state to 
divest itself of pension funds 
invested in companies doing 
business with the racist nation of 
South Africa. However, in pass- 
ing the bill, the legislators took a 
bad situation and made it decid- 
edly worse by their “hypocriti- 
cal" votes. 


“Hypocrisy,” in this case, is not 
our word, but the word of the 
bill's sponsor Rep. C.J. McLin. 
However, it is a word with which 
we can unmistakably agree. The 
committee's chairman, Demo- 
crat'Ronald Suster of Euclid, put 
an amendment in the bill which 
would force the state to reim- 
burse the pension systems for 
any dollars lost by such a sale. 

Since there was an estimate 
that such a sale in 1986 would 
have cost the state $100 million, 
the purpose of this amendment 
was simply to make the bill so 
unpalatable that no one would 
vote for it. 

Had the committee stopped 
there it would have been bad 
nough. But it continued, by put- 
ing in an amendment which 


usiness doing business with 
ountries who violate human 
ights. 


The target, of course, is com- 
unist nations, and was put into 
ne bill by right-wingers who 
ant to trivialize the extraordi- 
inary violence that has been done 
‘0 Black people in South Africa 
y expanding the scope of the 
ill to include all the wrongs of 
world. 


It is) clear that many of the 
members of the committee, 
including its chairman, are pal- 
pably unconcerned about the 
violence that is being done to 
Black people in this racist nation 
of South Africa. Even if they 
could not accept McLin’s lan- 
guage -- which, in fact, has been 
Significantly modified on behalf 
of gradualism from its approach 
last year -- they could at least 
have developed some language 
which could be acceptable to all 
sides. 

Instead, they attempted to des- 
troy the bill even as they acted to 
approve it. It was a shameful 
spectacle which demonstrates 
the lack of commitment by many 
of the committee members to 
making a moral statement about 
our revulsion to the continued 
exploitation of Blacks in the 
world’s only registered pig- 
mentocracy. 

Martin Luther King made a 


very true statement years ago: 


“Injustice anywhere is a threat to 
justice everywhere.” We honor 
that which is best in, ourselves 
when we take a stand on that 
which we know is wrong. . 

The House Financial Institu- 
tions Committee has demon- 
stated its lack of commitment to 
resolving injustice in South 
Africa, or even taking a position 
on it. Rep. McLin has said that he 
wants to have the bill amended 
on the House floor so that the 
offending measures can be taken 
out. 

We hope that the entire House 
of Representatives will not be as 
small as the House Financial 
Institutions Committee was, and 
approve a bill which will place 
the State of Ohio firmly on the 
side of justice in South Africa.

Jesus’ example of generos- 
ity inspired many to give 
generously (Luke 6:38 an 
18:22/Acts 20:35), if they can 
afford it. 

Again, a Christian may be 
faced with urgent expenses. 
To give a tenth of his earnings 
might deprive family members 
of the necessities of life. That 
would be un-Christian (Matt. 
15:5-9/Tim. 5:8). 

Christian giving is done 
voluntarily and taken into 
account are the many differ- 
ent circumstances of each 
individual. The Bible says, “It 
is especially acceptable 
according to, what a person 
has, not according to what a 
person does not have (2 Cor. 
8:12)." Remember the “wid- 
ow’'s mite". 

The depth of one's own 
heart and appreciation for 
Gold--not some predeter- 
mined tithing formula -- 
determines what one gives. 

The Bible urges, “Let each 

one do just as he has resolved 
in his heart, not grudgingly or 
under compulsion, for God 
loves a cheerful giver. (2 Cor 
9;7).” . 
Tithing was a provision of 
the Mosaic Law convenant to 
support Israel's temple and 
priesthood. For Christians 
today, itis neither com- 
manded or necessary. 


The chief problem was a 
feeling of being constantly 
stereotyped asa minority, and 
limited ih my actions by a 
faculty that offered little 
encouragement, support or 
belief that minorities could 
successfully matriculate in 
their institution. Added to this. 
was a feeling of being suspect 
in my actions, conduct and 
initiative as an inquiring stu- 
dent.

a low profile as a minority is 
expected to do. | opted for the 
latter. 


Minorities, for the most part 
without the benefit of social or 
political connections, have no 
true voice in the formulation 
of CSU's policies. Both the 
Plain Dealer and CSU deplore 
the plight of minorities, yet 
neither is stretching them- 
selves to do anything about it, 
except making Council Presi- 
dent Forbes the scapegoat for 
their lack of action. 


How does a minority stu- 
dent or faculty member gain 
saccess to express his/her 
concerns through this all- 
pervasive hypocrisy? Appar- 
ently the only way is through 
controversial . representatives 
such as City Council Presi- 
dent Forbes. Whether his mot- 
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ivations are self-serving or not 
is irrelevant and unimportant 
since there is no adequate 
means or acknowledgement.

Her name is Mrs. Susie Brunson.

Mrs. Brunson, however, has 
ore going for her than pure age.

Mrs. Brunson was born in Bam- 
urg, South Carolina, on Christ- 
as Day, 1870. Since her birth she 
as lived under 21 presidents and 
1rough two world wars, seen legal 
egregation ended and watched 
s African American citizens 
ained the right to vote. In fact, she 
erself voted, for the first time, at 
ne age of 62, when she moved 
rom South Carolina to Long 
sland in 1932. F 

When you hear her speak--and 
er words, though written, are 
most audible--you wish you 
new this lady, wish you had the 
hance to share in her wisdom and 
ler memories. 

She talks of the 300 pounds of 
sotton she picked every day on her- 
amily's farm. But, at the same time 
he says, “I've never really suf- 
ered, because | could always 
work, and | always had my family 
‘0 fall back on.” Yes, she says, “! 
nad my share of hardness, but my 
Deople, we were Christian-minded 
and raised to loving kindness.” 


Mrs. Brunson, like any strong 
tree, had strong roots to nourish 
her. Those roots were based not 
only in the African American fam- 


ily tradition, but in the Church as, 


for how Black people can con- 
duct themselves.” 

Noting that he was able to pull 
together a coalition of Democrats 
and Republicans, Brown makes 
the point that "! did not let exist- 
ence of a party label affect doing 
business.” Brown was--and 
remains+-an active, vocal Demo- 
crat, But neither political nor 
ideological purity was his means 
to power; in fact, Political and 
ideological purity would have 
Stood in the way. 

“Politics is the business of 
building coalition,” Brown said. 
In a coalition, everyone's inter- 
ests are met, and no one’s total 
agenda is accepted. In that envir- 
onment, everyone stands to gain, 
but everyone must also lose. 


And, in that environment, the 
purity of ideology--whether of the 
Reagan right or the left--has to 
be left.out the door in order to 
effectively gain power. 

“Ideological purity is impossi- 
ble in politics,” Brown asserted. 
“The nature of the beast doesn't 
permit you to succeed.” 


The problems that Black peo- 
ple face, Brown believes, are 
deep and intractable. Last year in 
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California, he said, of 23,000 
Black high school graduates,” 
only 823 were eligible for regular 
admission to the state's four-year 
institutions. Black poverty 
remains a constant, and “racism 
is alive and well in this country,” 
as exemplified by the incidents in 
Forsyth County, Ga. and Queens, 
N.Y. 

Indeed, Brown says, “the state ~ 
of Black America deserves the | 
declaration of astateof . 
emergency.” 

The solution, Brown believes is 
a mixture of public and private 
incentives with a heavy emphasis 
on the public sector to remain the 
engine for progress against pov- 
erty and racism. In order to 
accomplish that goal, it is clear to 
Brown that Black politicians will 
have to remain coalition-builders. 


They will have to find common 
cause with even conservative 
Republicans, where common 
cause is available, in order to 
direct an increasing number of 
resources to the Black commun- 
ity and shape the use of those 
resources in ways which can be 
,acceptable across a fairly wide 
political spectrum.

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well. As she said, “I just put my 
faith in Him, God spared by life to 
see this day.” In addition to having 
faith, Mrs. Brunson also had the 
strength of will which allowed God 
to use her. ; 

As her interviewer notes, “Her 
parents...raised her to a standard 
of pride that came from knowing 
you could do the hard work and 
not be broken by it.,.(She) says 
she worked at the backbreaking 
labor because it strenathened her 
love of the land and of her people.” 

Mrs. Brunson’s story is symbolic 
of how African American people 
have generally struggled, and how 
they survived in spite of all the 
physical violence and racism. 
However, we should understand 
that, in her longevity, Mrs. Brun- 
son is the exception, not the rule. 

The statistics on elderly African 
American prove that. For example, 
in 1983 more than 40 percent of 
elderly female African Americans 
lived in poverty. More than half 
were either poor or marginally 
poor 

When it comes to life expec- 
tancy, white women live more than 
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five years longer than African 
American women, while white 
men live 6.6 years longer then 
African American men. 

This may not seem like a signifi- 
cant difference until one under- 
stands the age at which African 
American men are expected to 
die--at 64.9 years of age, just a 
matter of months before they are 
eligible to collect on their full 
Security benefits. What this really 
means is that working African 
American men are supporting the 
Social Security system but not 
reaping its benefits. 

Also working against the Black 
elderly is the poor health care sys- 
tem to which they are subjected. 
The African American elderly are 
generally discharged quicker, 
sicker, and without the out-patient 
services required for their 
recovery. 

Yet, in spite of all the cards 
stacked against her, Mrs. Susie 
Brunson has not only survived, but 
continues to enjoy life.. She lives 
with her daughter, Mrs. Mary 
McDaniel, who is 76. Sitting with 
her daughter, Mrs. Brunson hums

actually a way of thinking that 

can help us understand all 
aspects of human behavior. 

Basic to economic theory is 
people trying to maximize bene- 
fits (income, love, peace) and min- 
imize what it costs to achieve 
them. As such, economics can 
give us insight into everyday 


_ issues. For example: 


Sometimes | am late leaving 
the office and forget to call the 
Mrs. After worrying for a couple 
of hours whether I've been killed 
in an accident, she is furious 
when | get home. What's the 
problem? You can say it’s love 
and concern, but! say she’s 
underinsured me. There isa policy 
amount that would more than 
make up for my departure. 

if | was insured for that 
amount, getting home late would 
not cause as much worry. In the 
working world, that's why corpo- 
rate boards of directors take out 
large life insurance policies on 
key executives. 


Economics might also help us 
understand the changes in our 
spouses. How many times have 
you heard people say, “He (she) 
wasn't like that before we got 
married; he used to be so consid- 
erate; she used to watch her

This posture has had the 
effect of stopping the Reagan 
administration dead in its 
tracks. In 1984, after the Stotts 
decision, Reagan's Justice 
department attempted to 
reopen 52 consent decrees 
around the country which had 
called for some affirmative 
action hiring. Most of the local- 
ities which had entered into 
consent decrees rejected the 
Department of Justice's inter- 
vention, althougff one ‘plan (in 
San Diego) was revised to elim- 
inate hiring goals. 

Barry Goldstein, a lawyer 
with the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund, was 
quotaadetns New York Times 
as saying: that the Reagan 
administration's posture may 
actually have backfired, and 
caused the court to more 
clearly delineate its favored 
affirmative action plans. 

“I think the extreme position 
of the Justice department, just 
categorically saying that affir- 
mative action was...illegal and 
immoral, was counterproduc- 
tive and helped to define the 
issue clearly for the court and 
assisted the court in coming to 
the conclusion that affirmative 
action was necessary,” Gold- 
stein said. 

Although the Santa Clara 
case involved a woman, Bren- 
nan’s reasoning was a boon for 
both minorities and women, 
and seemed to legitimize affir- 
-mative action plans across the 
board.

Sugar Ray Leonard put crit- 
ics to shame Monday, (April 6) 
as he defeated Marvelous Mar- 
vin Hagler to Win the middle- 
weight championship title -at 
Las Vegas’ Caesars Palace. 

Leonard, who returned to the 
ring after a three-year absence, 
won the 12-round bout on a 
split decision. 

Officials scored the contest 
115-113 for Hagler, while the 
remaining two judges gave 
Leonard a 115-113, 118-110 
decision. 

The victory boosted Leo- 
nard's record to 34-1 with 24 
knockouts. Hagler, whose last 
fight was in March 1986 against 
John Mugabi, now retains a 62- 
3-2 record with 52 knockouts. 

Many local boxing fans 
agreed with the decision but 
questioned the large winning 
margin awarded to Leonard. 

Yet in other close title 
matches challengers usually 
went down to defeat because 
of their inability to overwhelm- 
ingly defeat the champion. 

Such was the case in the 
second championship fight 
between challenger Larry 
Holmes and champion Michael 
Spinks. Holmes was clearly the 
aggressor in the match, how- 

ever; he lacked what was 
necessary in the judges’ eyes 
to subdue Spinks. 

So {what was it about Leo- 
nard that le dhim to victory? At 
numerous fight parties across 
the city here's what onlookers 
had to say. 

Olympic boxing gold medal- 
ist Jerry Page said; “Leonard 
definitely won the fight.” He 
said the fight was a lot closer 
than a lot of people give it 
credit and that many people 
mason the quality of the 

fighters. 

Page said, ‘Hagler was 
psyched out.” “He was bigger 
and stronger and didn't use tht 
to his advantage.” 

He said that it was the little 
things that Leonard did to win 
the fight such as choosing the 
size of the ring, and maneuver- 
ing Hagler into selecting the 
12-round bout and gloves that 
would be used in the contest. 

“| thought Hagler was the 
logical choice just by having 
more boxing activity,” Page 
said. 

Page, who was also man- 
aged by Angelo Dundee in his 
three professional fights, said, 
“Dundee did an excellent job.

Probe clears Hammond

Columbus city council pres- 
ident Jerry Hammond has 
been cleared by the federal 
prosecutor's office of charges 
that he had proposed an illegal 
deal regarding the mayoral pay 
raise. 

U.S. Attorney D. Michael 
Crites also closed the investi- 
gation of statements Ham- 
mond made in 1985 regarding 
@ council ordinance which 
assisted a Columbus develop- 
er. 

Crites said there was insuffi- 
cient evidence to prove that 
Hammond had offered Mayor 
Dana G. Rinehart passage of a 
mayoral pay raise if Rinehart 
would not vigorously cam- 
paign against the incumbent 
Democraticcity council 
members, as Rinehart alleged, 

The Rinehart allegation sur- 
faced December 30 1986, as 
the mayor told the Columbus 
city council members of his 
allegation. Hammond vigor- 
ously denied the allegation, 
and offered to take a lie detec- 
tor test. 


Hammond had not partici- 
pated in the council vote when 
it was taken, having been on 
vacation in Arizona at the time. 

The Columbus police and, 
city and county prosecutors 
probed the allegation, and 
concluded in February that 
there was insufficient evidence 
of wrongdoing. 

Hammond had expressed 
concern about the pace of a 
federal investigation into 
remarks he had made on video- 
tape which seemed to order 
Council Clerk Fran Ryan 
request a contribution from a 
Columbus developer after the 
council had voted favorably on 
a zoning request by the devel- 
oper. However, there was no 
evidence that Ryan had ever 
asked the developer. for a con- 
tribution, and the developer 
had made no contributions to 
Hammond's campaign after 
the remark was made. 

Two federal grand juries had 
reviewed the evidence, and 
had found no improprieties.

Robinson, who died Oct-24, 
1972, became. the first Black 
player in the major leagues in 
1947, with the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. He paved the road to 
the majors for countless other 
Black athletes. He was named 
Rookie of the Year as the 
Dodgers won the '47 pennant. 
During his 10-year major 
league career, Robinson won 
/numerous batting and fielding 
titles. He was the National 
League's Most Valuable Player 
in 1949, He was, perhaps, most 
respected as a base runner. In 
1962, he was enshrined in 
baseball's Hall of Fame. 

Michael A. Lutzker, archivist 
and historical consultant to the 
Jackie Robinson Foundation, 
organized the collection of 
materials for the exhibition. 
Lutzker said the exhibition will

1985, Judge Duncan found 
thatthe Columbus police 
department had discriminated 
against Black officers, and 
ordered the city and the offic- 
ers to develop a remedy. How- 
ever, the two sides were unable 
to agree to a potential remedy, 
and Duncan later resigned. 

Duncan found that there was 
a “highly charged racial 
atmosphere” in the Columbus 
police department, which had 
resulted in Blacks being 
denied favorable transfers and 
assignments to various 
bureaus in the police depart- 
ment; being subjected to racial 
harassment, and failing to

also found that the promo- 
tional examination adminis- 
tered in 1976, 1978 and 1982 
was flawed. . 

Frederick Gittes, counsel for 
the BPOER, said that, despite 
Duncan's ruling of two years 
ago, “there are still problems” 
facing Black officers in the 
Columbus police department. 


“There has been absolutely no 
progress in two.years since the 
trial was over” in many areas, 
Gittes said. 

Black officers continue to 
complain of discrimination and 
harassment, Gittes said, and 
“the {police) division hasn't 
done anything to address the 
problem.” 


According to’ Gittes, many 
Blacks had not been promoted 
in the police division because 
they had not passed the pro- 
motional examinations with a 
-high enough score to be 
reached. However, Gittes said 
that the tests were flawed in 
two ways: they had questions 
which were not relevant to the 
job, and they were not suffi- 
ciently predictive of success 
on the job. 


Although it is “very clear’ 
that some Blgck officers will be 
promoted because of the Gra- 
ham ruling, it is unclear how 
many will be promoted, or 
when. It is also unclear 
whether the city's new promo- 
tional examination, which was 
created in 1986, will be used as 
a testing instrument in the 
future. 

Still remaining as issues to 
be resolved are the questions 


of assignments and transfers 
and back pay for officers who 
have been discrimmated 
against. ' 


Compounding the negotia- 
tions is the status of the Con- 
cerned Officers for Public 
Safety (COPS), a group of 547 
white police officers who have 
been granted intervenor status 
by Judge Graham. COPS pres- 
ident James Scanlon refused 
comment on the case to The 
CALL & POST, saying he had 
been misquoted in another 
story on the case in The 
Columbus Dispatch. The Dis- 
patch story quoted Scanlon as 
saying, “we're totally opposed 
to giving a person preferential 
treatment based on the color of 
skin." 


White officers are concerned 
about the possibility of losing 
favored assignments if a court 
decides to reassign Blacks to 
those divisions from which 
they had been excluded, and 
the issue of how seniority will 
be used in promotions. 

Gittes said that the white 
officers’ concern about senior- 
ity “didn't affect Blacks particu- 
larly. It wasn't seniority points 
that was making a difference” 
in the promotion ayd reas- 
signment of Blacks. 


Gittes expressed pleasure 
with the handling of the case 
by Judge Graham.

COLUMBUS -- On Feb423, a group of World War || veterans, the 
Huachucans were flown from Cleveland, Ohio to Fort Huachuca, Ariz- 
ona by the Ohio National Guard as part of the guard's Black History 
Month program, 

The Huachucans had been invited by Lieutenant General Emmett 
Paige, Jr., (Black) Commanding General, U.S. Army Information Sys- 
tems Gommand, Fort Huachuca, Arizona, to revisit the fort where they 
received their basic training in the 1940s. 

Brigadier General Thomas D. Schulte, assistant adjutant general of 
the Ohio National Guard arranged for a C-130 plane to carry the Huach- 
Gcans to Fort Huachuca, “Home of the Buffalo Soldier.” Other ONG 
officers accompanying General Shulte were Major Don Mathis (honar- 
ary Huachucan), Major Calvin L. Taylor, and SFC Doh Lundy. 

Veterans aboard the C-130 were James P. Ashford, James Burford; 
Marvin Gox, Roland J. Dix, Ruth J. Earl, Fred L. Ezell, Alfonso Hairston, 
Joseph T. Hill, George/Holt, Lawrence Johnson, Charles E. Jordan, 
Robert Q. Lindsley, Omar Meredith, Everett Moore, Artis Pennington, 
James W, Redding, Frank Smith, Sidney S. Thompson, Charles A. Wade, 
Fred W. Watt, Thomas M. White, Henry L. Williams, Robert E. Young and 
Hiram L. Tanner. 

In less than six hours, the big aircraft had landed on Libby Army 
Airfield at Fort Huachuca: On hand to greet the returning veterans were 
Major General Julius Parker, Jr, (Black), Commanding General U.S 
Army Intelligence Center and School and a delegation from Sierra Vista, 
a city outside the post. 

As the buses were leaving the airfield to carry the Huachucans to the 
motel in Sierra Vista, Frank Smith of the 368th Infantry said, “It took me 
six days to go from Cleveland to Fort Huachuca 45 years ago and today 
'we made it-in less than six hours." 

The first evening in Sierra Vista was spent at the Sun Canyon Inn with 
the veterans rehashing their WW II experiences . 

Lawrence Johnson trained at Huachuca with the 3417th Medium 
Automotive Maintenance Company. His company was sent to England 
and crossed the English Channe| a few days after "D" Day. 

Roland J. Dix was sent on a cadre from the 368th Infantry to the 92d 
Infantry Division. He displayed his citation he received for passing the 
92d Enlisted Men Cadre School 

Fred W. Watt was in Belgium at the time of the Battle of the Bulge. He 
was one of the soldiers who volunteered to help form an all-Black 
infantry regiment 

The only lady traveling with the H achucans was Lieutenant Ruth Earl 
Jones, a graduate of Howard University School of Nursing and Case 
Western Reserve. Although Jones had served with the Navy Nurse 
Corps, she had classmates and friends who had served at Fort Huachuca 
and she was anxious to see the fort. 

On the second day in Arizona, the Huachucans were’carried on a 
whirlwind*tour of the fort. They traveled to the Thunderbird dining 
facility for breakfast. Colonel John M. Watkins, (Black), 11th Signal 
Brigade commander, briefed the Huachucans after breakfast on the 
high-tech, rapid deployment qualities of the brigade 

As the veterans left the dining facility, not mess hall, George Holt said, 
“Did you hear that cook asked us how we wanted our eggs.” 

The agenda carried the veterans to Murr Recreation Center fora 
‘briefing on the newarmy facilities and the United States Army Informa- 
tion Systems Command. The ISC directs the activities of both military 
and civilian personnel around the world and throughout the United 
States. 

During this session, some veterans asked why the baseball field had 
not kept the name of “Rube Foster Field." and the football field “Sat 
Wells Memorial Stadium.” During the 92d Infantry Division stay at Fort 
Huachuca, the baseball field had been dedicated to Rube Foster, organ- 
izer of the defunct Negro National League and the football field after a 
sergeant : 

A trip was made to the Fort Huachuca Historical Museum. The 
museum has grown rapidly since itopened in 1960. This building houses 
some of the U.S. Army manuscripts and documents dating back as faras 
1861, There is a gift shop which offers many items for sale including 


sandpaints, Indian baskets, blankets and pottery. The museum Is also 


opened to the public without charge. 

Some veterans of the 92d Infantry Division were disappointed with the 
museum due to a lack of memorabilia on the 92¢ Division of WW II. The 
92d Buffalo Division trained at Fort Huachuca before being sent over- 
seas to Italy. — 

During the lunch break at the La Hacienda Enlisted Club, the City of 
Sierra Vista presented the key to the city to Henry “Hank” Williams, 
president of the Huachucans. A replica of the Buffalo Soldier, which 
stands at the gate to Fort Huachuca, was also given to the group. 

Astatue of the Buffalo Soldier was erected at the post gate on March 3, 
1977. The plate at the foot of The Buffalo Soldier reads as follows: “Fort 
Huachuca honors the Buffalo Soldier. A symbol of the proud tradition of 
the Black fighting man. And remembers the prominent role he has 
played in the post's history.” 

Fort Huachuca had its beginning when Captain Samuel Marmaduke 
Whitside established a temporary Camp at the post's current location on 
March 3, 1977. In celebrating the 110th year of Fort Huachuca, many 
merchants used the replica of the Buffalo Soldier in their ads 

“Hank” Wittiams, a retired administrator for the Cleveland Transit 
Authority, informed the host that the Huachucans were not a typical 
veterans social club of drinkers and smokers. The group was instrumen~ 
tal in having a Junior Officer Training Corps programs established at 
Shaw High School in Cleveland ; 

Williams also emphasized that the Huachucans work closely with the 
Ohio National Guard in recruiting! minorities. “A young person enlisting 
in the National Guard for six years can end up with a four-year college 
education,” Williams said 

Tombstone, “The Town Too Tough To Die,” was the next stop for the 
Huachucans. All members were made honorary citizens of the City of 
Tombstone. The O.K. Corral, Bird-Cage Theatre, Boothill, Crystal Palace 
Saloon and the Tombstone Courthouse were some of the historical sites 
visited by the group - ‘ 

The highlight and last event of the trip occurred at the dinner and 
program scheduled at the Lakeside Officers Club. Mrs. Gaynell 
DeVeaux, the wife of Chaplain John A. DeVeaux, Jr., Command Cha- 
plain, U.S. Army Information Systems Command, presented her play, 
"The Spirit of the Buffalo Soldier.” 

The play opens with a group of Army wives visiting an exhibit of the 
Buffalo Soldier at the Smithsonian Institute. The people in the exhibit 
come to life to tell the plight of Black men and women as they fought to 
defend the southwestern frontier. 

One interesting officer revealed in the play was Second Lieutenant 
Henry Ossian Flipper, the first Black graduate from the United States
